the entire country, by walking. Ser­ 
geant J. H. Duffy gassed and wounded 
W orld war veteran and veteran also 
of o th er wars, paid a visit to New 
Castle today. 
Duffy carried ^ ith him credentials 
to prove th a t he is not a “h itc h ­ 
hiker, 
and also to prove th at he has 
covered some 40,000 
miles 
of 
the 
country on the quest for health. 
Not m any years ago Duffy, follow­ 
ing several operations weighed 
114 
pounds, and could have been pushed 
over with a feather, but years of o u t­ 
door life has put real beef and muscle 
on the fram e of the veteran, and to ­ 
day it would take about five able 
bodied m en to handle Duffy. 
The 
veteran now’ tips the scales at 241 
pounds, and is the picture of health. 
D uffys arm y career started with 
11 ie Spanish Am erican war, he was 
also in the Boxer Rebellion in China, 
and was wearing a Japanese uniform 
a t the battle of Port A rthur in the

W hen the World war broke out in 
1614, Duffy enlisted with the famed 
C anadian outfit, the Princess Pats. 
He was seriously w’ounded while serv­ 
ing with th a t outfit which was badly 
cu t up in the early days of th e war. 
Invalided home he elisted with the 
old 69th In fan try of New York in 
1917 and was later transferred to the 
117th Engineers of the Rainbow D i­ 
vision.

Del., it seem ­ 
ed peculiarly in keeping th a t such a 
talented artist should be chosen to 
play the dedicatory recital of this 
wonderful instrum ent. 
Every stop, every com bination, ev­ 
ery one of the 5612 pipes of the o r­ 
gan it seemed were called into play 
to dem onstrate to the thousands pres­ 
ent just w hat an instrum ent had been 
given to the people. 
Ponderous, 
reverberant 
num bers 
lolled and pealed and thundered their 
way to the dome, sounding like the 
rum ble of artillery, only to be followT- 
ed by alm ost ethereally sweet m elo­ 
dies from single pipes.

Firm in Sw innen is an artist, one of 
unusual talents and abilities, a m u­ 
sician. a technician, an organist of 
inspiration.

Not in a long tim e will those men 
and women fortunate enough to be 
present forget the dedicatory recital 
of the G reer M emorial organ.

Personal Friend. 
Mr. G reer was my personal friend 
lor m any years and when he went 
away, none m ourned more sincerely 
th an myself. He was a 
great, 
true 
friend, and his fidelity to his friend­ 
ships was as firm as granite. 
G earge G reer had a notable per­ 
sonality, and personality is the g reat­ 
est thing in the world. In his ch ar­ 
acter were combined rugged strength 
and delicate sensibility. As a thinker 
ne was original and independent. His 
opinions were his own and he adopted 
no attitude upon personal or public 
affairs because other persons of in ­ 
fluence had assum ed th a t attitude. He 
■ had strong convictions and was not 
afraid to stand resolutely by them . 
He was a m an of great force and yet 
was as tender and affectionate as a 
little child. 
It is very seldom th a t we find a 
m an of such 
rem arkable 
executive 
ability who at the same time is a r­ 
dently devoted to the fine arts, es­ 
pecially to music. Commercial life es­ 
pecially when the pursuit of th at 
life results in large business sucess 
is apt to make a m an hard and sordid 
and selfish. Not so w ith George Oreer. 
He grew mellow* and unselfish as the 
i jea rs passed and w hen his bank bal­ 
ance 
became corpulent it did not 
destroy his nature. 
! 
W ith our friend, music was a verit­ 
able passion and among he happiest 
I hours of his life were those spent 
I a t the piano or organ and in the 
leadership of his great chorus choir 
; at the church. If he was to give this 
cathedral and 
com m unity 
a great 
gift no other could possibly be so per­ 
fectly in harm ony with his tastes and 
spirit nor so absolutely reflect his 
innerm ost soul as does this glorious or- 
gan.

Among the causes contributing to the lower delinquency rate 
>robablv are to be reckoned prosperity and restricted immigration, 
mproved conditions in the home, as reflected in higher wages and 
ewer working hours for the head of the house, operate against 
uvenile misdemeanor. 
And it has been observed that the im m i­ 
grant population has been the source of most juvenile delinquency.

New Motor Laws of Pennsylvania 
| require pedestrians walking along the 
State Highways to carry a light at 
night and to walk on the left, facing 
! traffic and single file. 
The majority of motor laws nat­ 
urally deal with motorists and their 
| cars but there is one clause of the 
law that refers especially to pedes­ 
trians. 
In brief this clause is “Pe­ 
destrians when walking along high­ 
ways should travel single file facing 
traffic and at night carry a light.” 
In reference to pedestrians in towns 
and cities it says that "Every pe­ 
destrian crossing a highway within 
a business or residence district at 
any point other than a pedestrian 
crossing, crosswalk 
or 
intersection 
shall yield the right-of-way to ve­ 
hicles upon the highway." 
It has been fdund that, although 
the common custom for pedestrians 
was to travel to the right, it is much 
safer to travel on the left edge of 
the highway and face the oncoming 
traffic. 
Thus if a car approaching 
comes too near a pedestrian can eas- 
ilj step off the road out of danger. 
Also to walk single file is safer and 
gives room for motor cars to pass 
without fear of accident. 
At night pedestrians should carry 
a light. 
We have seen quite a num­ 
ber of pedestrians carrying a flash 
light which they flash when a mo­ 
torist approaches and

warns 
them that some one is there.

out a light one is in much danger 
of being run down. 
It is very hard
